MISSION VALLEY — Nearly two 
years of planning culminated in the first 
diocesan Jesse Tree Conference — 
focusing on Christian education for youth 
— Dec. 4-5 at the Town and Country 
Convention Center. 

Some 600 people attended the two-day 
event for teachers, administrators, 
parent-teacher organizations, parents and 
clergy. It was sponsored by the diocesan 
Schools Office. 

Conference chairman. Robert 
Teegarden, principal of School of~ the 
Madeleine in Clairemont, said the Jesse 
Tree was chosen as the symbol for the 
event because ‘‘from the shoot of Jesse 
shall come the family.”’ 

Three general sessions were offered at 
the conference. Speakers were Father 
Wayne Campbell, associate pastor of St. 
Joachim parish in Hayward, Calif. and a 
former high school teacher, and Dr. 
Christopher Carstens, a clinical 
psychologist and co-author of ‘‘Right 
Here, Right Now: Spiritual Exercises 
For Busy Christians.”’ 

The conference also featured more than 
30 workshops, and exhibits of educational 
and religious materials. 

Teegarden told the Southern Cross that 


Friday’s sessions were designed for 
teachers. Most diocesan elementary 
schools did not hold classes Dec. 4 to 
allow teachers to attend the conference, 
he explained. 

Saturday’s sessions were intended for 
parents, Teegarden added. 

At the opening session, Father 
Campbell urged teachers to be themselves 
in front of their students. ‘“‘Anxiety comes 
from trying to be someone we’re not,’’ he 
said during his address: titled 
“Teaching With Our Hearts.”’ 

“‘By sending his Son, people learned 
that God is not immune from our 
struggles. ... We can’t preach or teach if 
we don’t share the struggles of those we 
are addressing,’’ said the native of Sacred 
Heart parish, Coronado. 

Although imparting knowledge to 
students is important, Father Campbell 
noted that ‘“‘we remember the people who 
taught us’’ more than what is taught. 

““We touch people when we touch them 
with-our pain,’’ he said. Teachers should 
quit teaching when they can’t cry in front 
of their students, he added. 

He said children should be allowed to 
fail. ‘“To give kids all they need, to never 
let them hurt, is to prepare them 
incorrectly for life.’’ 

“Teach them to fail, but not to be hard 
on themselves’’ because God forgives, he

WASHINGTON — The U.S. Supreme Court said 
Dec. 7 that it will hear an appeal from the nation’s 
Catholic bishops of a federal court order to turn over 
extensive files on their pro-life activities to Abortion 
Rights Mobilization or face $100,000-a-day fines for 
contempt of court. 

The high court decision to hear the appeal marks 
another major phase in seven years of procedural 
wrangling over Abortion Rights Mobilization’s court 
efforts to force withdrawal of the tax-exempt status of 
the CatholicChurchin the United States. 

In the underlying lawsuit the abortion rights 
organization accuses the Catholic Church of having 
violated Internal Revenue Service laws for tax-exempt 
religious and charitable organizations by politicking for 
anti-abortion candidates and against~pro-abortion 
candidates. 

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, general secretary of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops and U.S. 
Catholic Conference, in a statement released shortly 
after the Supreine Court announcement, said he hoped 
acceptance of the case by the high court ‘‘signals that a 
favorable end to this burdensome and intrusive case is

in sight.’’ 

He said federal courts so far have been ‘‘insensitive’’ 
to objections raised by the government and the church 
over whether the courts have jurisdiction to intervene in 
the case. 

He added that he expected the high court to hearoral 
arguments in the case in the spring. Ifitdoes, a decision 
in the case most likely would be issued before the end of 
the court’scurrent term next summer. 

Thecourt’s Dec. 7 action further delayed imposition 
of the $100,000-a-day fines, which were first imposed 
— but then delayed pending appeal — in May 1986 by 
U.S. District Judge Robert Carter of New York, who 
has been hearing the underlying case. 

Immediate issues before the Supreme Court include: 

¢ Whether the NCCB and USCC, the bishops’ 
national agencies which were drawn into the lower- 
court case as witnesses representing the Catholic 
Church in the country, have legal standing to appeal the 
subpoenas in the lower court ordering them to produce 
internal church documents. 

¢ Whether the subpoenas violate the church’s rights 
to free exercise of religion. 

© Whether the U.S. district court hearing the 
lawsuit has jurisdiction to hear it or acted improperly in 
acceptingit. st 


A Supreme Court ruling need not deal with all the 
issues raised. Often decisions are rendered narrowly on 
the basis of only one or two legal questions, leaving 
others to beresolvedat another time. 


The federal government and a wide coalition of non- 
Catholic church groups had joined the NCCB-USCG 
in asking the Supreme Court to hear the appeal. They, 
with the bishops, argued that the lower court 
overreached its authority in its acceptance and pursuit 
ofthe case, infringing on the First Amendment rights of 
the church and the proper discretionary powers of the 
executive branch. 


Abortion Rights Mobilization and fellow plaintiffsin 
the original suit urged the high court to dismiss the 
appeal, arguing that the lower court was acting 
properly and the bishops were ‘‘recalcitrant witnesses’’ 
with no legal basis for questioning the plaintiffs’ right to 
sue. 


At issue in the underlying lawsuit, yet to be brought 
to trial because of the procedural fights over the past 
seven years, is the tax-exempt status of more than 
20,000 parishes, schools, dioceses and other Catholic 
agencies and organizations across the country which 
are certified as a group for tax exemption through the 
NCCB-USCC.

The commitment to Christianize 
environments takes some members of the 
Cursillo movement to unusual settings. 

It takes Luiz Cabrera to the La Mesa 
prison in Tijuana, Mexico, where he 
helps conduct weekend retreats for more 
than 50 male inmates two or three times a 
year. 

It takes Dr. Lou Schwartz, a specialist 
in internal medicine, into an added 
dimension of his profession — he attends 
to his patients’ physical and spiritual 
.well-being simultaneously. 

It takes Cely Butalid, who works for a 
real estate investment company, to San 
Francisco weekly where she shares her 
faith with fellow workers during 
motivational meetings. 

Cabrera, Schwartz and Butalid are 
members of the Spanish, English and 
Filipino Cursillos in Christianity, 
respectively. 

This renewal movement is one of three 
in the San Diego diocese that is being 
covered by the Southern Cross in this series. 
Other segments include the. Charismatic 


Renewal and Worldwide Marriage 
Encounter. : 
Participants are initiated into the 


Cursillo movement during a weekend, 
which is designed to renew participants’ 
commitment to Christ and the church and 
provide a Christian community for 
developing and supporting leaders as they 
live out that commitment, Cursillo 


literature reads. 

The Cursillo movement aims ‘“‘to 
create a nuclei of Christians who engage 
in leavening their environments with the 
Gospel’’ by affecting ‘‘worldly values 
which are in contrast with the Word of 
God and the plan of salvation,’’ the 
movement’s literature also reads. 

At the Tijuana prison, Cabrera works 
with a retreat team of eight men and two 
priests who give talks on topics designed 
to develop and deepen the retreatants’ 
relationship with God. 

He described the retreats as 
“‘exhilarating and rewarding. We see the 
prisoners change from crime to 
Christianity.’’ This process continues as 
team members visit the inmates weekly to 
share their faith and ‘encourage the men 
in their new way of life,’’ he said. 

Dr: Schwartz finds his medical 


"profession a fertile field for sharing the 


Christian message. 

“Spreading the peace and joy of faith 
in God is as important as what I do 
medically,’’ he said. 

He first gets to know them, then learns 
of their religion or belief system and 
encourages their involvement in worship 
and Scripture study. 

The physician said that many patients 
with terminal and chronic illnesses and 
those under great stress are open to his 
advice. ‘‘I convince them that they can’t 
find much happiness until they get back to 
God.”’ : 

He speaks from experience. Seven 
years ago Schwartz was stricken with 
lymphoma (cancer of the lymph glands). 
Chemotherapy,

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radiation treatments, 


surgery and prayer put the disease into 
remission, he said, adding that thousands 
of people throughout the country prayed 
for him, 

Today he lectures on ‘cancer 
prevention, diagnosis and coping 
strategies in medical centers and churches 
in order to offer ‘‘a more positive 
approach to dealing with cancer.’’ He 
prescribes the three F’s — faith, family 
and friends. 

Butalid said that one of her purposes in 
organizing the motivational sessions in 
San Francisco for nearly 30 sales 
representatives — most of them Asian 
Catholics — was ‘‘to-bring Christ into 
our midst.””  ~ 

This is seen at the beginning of each 
meeting when participants ‘‘pray 
spontaneously according to their faith,”’ 
Butalid explained. 

Since the Cursillo movement rooted 
itself in the San Diego diocese in 1963, 
some 5,000 have attended English- 
speaking weekends and about 3,000 have 
attended the ones conducted in Spanish. 

Nearly 800 have joined the Filipino 
group since it started in 1978, said Lulu 
Fernando, lay director of the Filipino 
Cursillo. 

The three-day programs are held for 
men and women separately. 

Leaders of the three groups indicated 
that about half of those who attend the 
weekends participate in some follow-up 
activities. These include meetings which 
reinforce the principles imparted during 
the weekend. 

Members are encouraged to support 
each other’s growth in piety, study and

action by forming small groups, which 
meet weekly, and to attend large-group 
reunions called ‘‘ultreyas.’’ 

The Spanish and Filipino groups also 
hold leaders’ schools, which are geared to 
give leaders additional training in their 
apostolate to Christianize environments. 

Joan Willrodt, lay director of the 
English-speaking Cursillo, said that all 
environments are affected by the presence 
of cursillistas. 

Gerald Hughes, national executive 
director of the Cursillo movement, 
credited it with bringing unchurched and 
alienated people to the church and of 
producing parish leaders and religious 
vocations. However, he emphasized the 
need to devote more energy toward 
evangelization. 

Local leaders have responded. The 
English group will sponsor a weekend 
titled “‘One Step Beyond’”’ in February. 
This program will focus on social justice, 
evangelization and Christian and Cursillo 
leadership, said Deacon Arnie Hess, 
spiritual adviser. 

Spanish-speaking cursillistas are 
directing their efforts toward youth by 
sponsoring weekend encounters for them 
and by providing individual counseling 
on drug abuse, said Margarita Romero, 
former Executive Committee member of 
the National Cursillo Secretariat. 

Father José Chavarin, newly appointed 
spiritual director of the Spanish Cursillo 
group, sees this movement as the bishop’s 
““source of apostles to address the needs of 
Spanish-speaking people in the diocese.”’ 
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Teen-agers not 
always ready 
to be confirmed 


I’m not sure what Ruth Cerano’s reference (Southern 
Cross, Dec. 4) to a “‘Good Samaritan’’ had to do with Bob 
Mueller’s youth column item (‘‘Questioning 
Confirmation,’’ Southern Cross, Nov. 20), but I am sure 
she missed the point of the article and the multifaceted 
nature of the problem being addressed! 

The assumption made by Ms. Cerano is that ‘‘our 
church’’ and “‘our teachers’’ have somehow failed young 
people who question why they have to be confirmed and 
whether they believe in God. This conclusion does not 
automatically follow from the premise. Please allow me to 
explain. 

Young people who do not want to be confirmed have 
not necessarily ‘‘been 
stripped of their heritage’ 
by poor teaching or the sad 
_ state of the church. It could 

be that they have honestly 
realized that they are not ready to make a serious 
commitment to their faith and ‘‘our church.’’ When 
young people say, ‘‘I don’t know if I even believe in 
God,’’ the cause may not be anything more than an 
adolescent ‘‘crisis of faith.’’ 

I suggest that what is lacking in Ms. Cerano’s 
argument is a sense of historical perspective. Her 
tendency to point the finger at sincere and dedicated 
youth ministers and catechists betrays her failure to 
realize that the Gospel has often been a stumbling block to 
people. 

Today, Confirmation in ‘‘our church’’ is a sacrament 
of Christian commitment. Those of us who work with 
young people know that not all high-school-age youth are 
ready for such an adult commitment. There are many 
factors that influence their commitment and faith 
experience. It is an ongoing responsibility of all of us in 
the church to reach out to those among us who are 
experiencing doubt and confusion.

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Laity called to 


When Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua, a delegate to the 
Synod of Bishops on the Laity, (held in Rome in October) 
returned to his Diocese of Pittsburgh (he has just been 
named to succeed retiring Cardinal John Krol as 
archbishop of Philadelphia), he reported that the synod 
reemphasized Vatican II’s call for lay Catholics to be 
more active in the world. 

Since Maes II there was, he noted, ‘‘a tremendous 
increase”’ “all kinds of programs in the church, but 
there was little done to implement the other part of that 
document, the proper place of the laity in the world. 

Little had been done, he observed, to implement the 
teaching of Vatican II: ‘‘The duty of the laity — without 
idly waiting for norms and precepts from others ... to 
permeate not only men’s customs and mentality, but also 
the laws and structures of the civil community with a 
Christian sense of life.’’ 

After 22 years of little laity compliance with this 
teaching of Vatican II, Bishop Bevilacqua reported that 
the laity has again received from the Synod of Bishops ‘‘a 
universal call to holiness and to take (its) knowledge (of 
Catholic teachings) into the marketplace, into 
institutions, into the colleges, wherever they work and to 
wherever they live.”’ 

If the laity in America accepted this teaching, it would 
indeed be revolutionary. If Catholics in public life were to 
perform their public duties as taught by Vatican II, they 
would actively bring Catholic moral and ethical principles 
into political discourse, compromise and policy-making, 
and thus participate as Catholics, along with Protestants, 
Jews and other believers and non-believers, in making the 
laws for the people of this nation. 

They would bring without apology the Gospel values 
taught by Christ into public policy-making on such value- 
oriented issues as the needs of the poor, the care of the sick 
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renew society

and elderly, peace, justice and freedom in third-world 
countries, and the right of parents to give their children a 
God-centered education without penalty. 

The Catholic laity, in cooperation with their religious- 


_ minded fellow citizens, would organize interest groups to 


work through the democratic process to provide education 
vouchers for poor parents. That would enable them to 
send their children to inner-city private schools where 
they can learn how to read, write and do arithmetic. 

The synod was not breaking new ground but merely 
reaffirming what Vatican II taught. While the council 
taught that the laity has a role in the liturgy and pastoral 
ministry of the church, it wisely cautioned against 
clericalizing the laity and laicizing the clergy. 
Responsibility for secular society, it emphasized, lies first 
and foremost with the laity, not the clergy. 

Of course, the laity cannot carry out its unique 
responsibility in secular society unless it is inspired and 
educated in moral and ethical principles by the clergy. 

Archbishop Derek Worlock of Liverpool, England, 
made this point at the synod: 

“‘Without the cooperation of the priests, there will be 
no effective and authentic lay organizations. Without the 
formation offered by lay organizations, there will be no 
effective and authentic renewal of the secular order. 
Without the renewal of the secular order, how can we 
build up the kingdom of God?’’

Moral decision-making 


There is a respected tradition in moral theology which 
has developed various methods on how to make a sound 
and informed morally right decision. 

These methods are necessarily intertwined with the 

meaning of conscience: that is, making a morally right 
decision presumes the formation of a correctly formed 
‘conscience. 
«. One example of a decision-making ‘‘method”’ is that 
followed by Consequentialists (some maintain, e.g., that 
President Harry Truman followed this method when 
making his decision about dropping the bomb). 

A consequentialist will first identify the moral problem, 
and then list all possible alternatives on how to deal with 
the problem. 

For each alternative, actual consequences will be 
“‘predicted’’ and each consequence will be assigned a 
specific value: e.g., dropping the bomb will (a) kill many 
people; (b) kill many innocent people; (c) end the war; 
and (d) put an end to further killing. 

The consequentialist then selects the consequence or 
alternative which produces the greatest good, e.g.,. (d) 
above, and that choice becomes the morally correct one. 

In this time of pluralistic thinking and acting in moral 
questions, it is critical to assist ourselves and others to 
carefully discern (a) the method I am using to make moral 
decisions; and (b) the objectivity of my formation of 

.conscience. Biblical examples are often helpful. 

In the Book of Judges 11: 29-40, an interesting moral 
example appears. Jepthah makes a vow to God that if he 
and his army are victorious over the enemy, the 
Ammonites, he will kill (actually burn) the very first 
person who crosses over his doorstep. Jepthah is indeed 
successful in the fight. 

On returning home, however, the first one to cross the 
doorstep is his daughter, an only child. After much 
anguish and personal wailing, and allowing his daughter a 
short “‘retreat,’’ Jepthah ‘‘did with her according to his 
vow which he had made’’ (v.39). 

The story needs to be read in its entirety, but the main 


lines of the tale here demonstrate that every moral 
decision necessitates careful and critical monitoring. 

What critically important reflections emerge from the 
story of Jepthah? 

First: Why did he not think of all the consequences of 
his moral decision, his vow? 

Moral decisions rarely sustain only one result; they 


bear multiple possibilities. Personal decisions about 
stealing are a good example here, such as: 

(a) Copying of commercial computer programs, which 
one has purchased, and then giving it to another person; 
or 

(b) Copying of music from a compact disc onto tape 
and giving it to another person. 

What are the rights of the author? the musician? the 
publisher? How does my ‘“‘copying’’ affect my sense of 
integrity in other areas of my life? 

Second: Did he hope that, in fact, someone else might 
cross his threshold? 

In other words, our motivations are often fraught with 
submerged and shadowed reasons: e.g., stealing because 
everyone else does and I deserve my fair share. 

Third: How much did Jepthah truly love his daughter, 
as he did not seem to even consider the possibility that she 
might cross the doorstep? 

Moral decision-making necessitates a consciousness 
that recognizes our authentic values: our real loves always 
inform our decision-making, at least unconsciously. 

Married people, e.g., need to “‘feel’’? married:this 
moral sense informs every decision that is made. 

All decisions demand personal honesty and integrity, 
based on a conscience that is authentically well-formed.

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Champion of homeless plans newservices

Father Joe Carroll, president of the the St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center, San Diego, is the priest behind 
the $11.3 million project which opened its doors three 
months ago. Today, asthe center phases into full-scale 
operation, Father Carroll assesses the facility’s current 
services and eyes future expansion. 


What services does the center now provide for 
homeless people? 

We have 400 beds used by most of our clients from two 
to four weeks. There are now 12 families who will remain 
three or four months. The building is designed to house 
120 of the 350 residents in this transitional program. 

We have a school run by the county school system and 
an after-school program that involves crafts, tutoring and 
field trips. We have a tot room for baby-sitting children 
under age 5 while their parents attend classes, 

We have many support services run by the county, 
including a stress management class. The county welfare 
department has an office on-site. We have parenting 
classes and consumer credit counselors who offer a budget 
management program. 

Our employment program helps clients find job 
openings and prepare for interviews. National University 
allows us to hook up to their computer, which has a job 
bank of 23,000 positions. They also test our residents for 
college entrance exams in an experimental program. 

We get all our clients from a coalition of 63 private 
agencies throughout the county who network with us. 

We estimate that over 1,000 are helped daily at the 
center. The San Diego Catholic Worker feeds between 
600 and 800 at noon; about 200 receive clothing, haircuts 
or showers. 


What services are planned for the future? 

The medical clinic should be open by the first of the 
year. It will have four examining rooms, a lab, pharmacy 
and a room for minor surgeries. We may put in a dental 
office next year. 


To what extent is the center meeting the needs of 
homeless people in San Diego County? 
It’s meeting about 20 percent of the populatron needs.

It helps not just residents, but homeless people who: live 
on the streets. The 1,000 people we help are about half of 
all the homeless in the city and one-third of the homeless 
throughout the county, according to my personal count. 


Describe the center’s volunteer program. 

The building was designed for a total of 400 volunteers. 
We hope to build up to that number; we now have over 
200. We have three eight-hour shifts to fill seven days a 
week. 

Volunteers work in the kitchen, in maintenance and in 
the residential areas. Catholics make up about 60 percent 
of the volunteers, who donate from one hour to 30 hours a 
week. They are recruited by notices in parish bulletins, 
newspaper ads and by word of mouth. Margo Howard, 
our volunteer coordinator, provides them with a six-hour 
training session. 


Has the personal contact between volunteers and 
residents helped to reduce prejudice against homeless 
people? 


Overall, I think it has. It opens volunteers’ eyes to the 
wide variety of homeless people. They probably don’t like 
all of them, but they learn to understand their situations. 
Twenty percent of our clients are homeless by choice; it ° 
would be hard to appreciate their choice. The other 80 
percent are either mentally ill or have other problems and 
can’t help themselves. That’s what we’re here to do. 


What sources supply the center’s monthly operating 
costs of $150,000? 

Seventy percent comes from private donations. The 
Thrift Store, businesses and government agencies each 
contribute 10 percent of our income. 

I would like to see the government do more as a 
partner; that would enable us to expand more quickly. 
But I think the center should be primarily funded by 
private donations. This makes it easier to respond to the 
needs in San Diego because we don’t have to deal with 
government bureaucracy. 

Governments can change policies and corporations can 
be bought out. The private donor is our only source of 
guaranteed income. 


What are the greatest problems facing the center? 
How are they being solved? 

The fact that we’ve already outgrown the building. 
We’re applying for grants and searching for funds. If they 
come in, we'll expand. We have plans to add over 200 
beds in our warehouse and relocate that building. 


You’ve appeared on ‘‘60 Minutes,’’ ‘‘ABC Nightly 
News,’’ ‘‘Good Morning America,’’ and have been 
featured in Associated Press and United Press articles. 
How do you like being a news-maker? 

It doesn’t make any difference to me. What’s impor- 
tant is helping other people accept the challenge to work 
with homeless people in their own cities. People are flying 
out here from all over the country to see how they | can 
copy this idea. 

Some already have. The Diocese of Denver has opened 
the Good Samaritan House, similar in model and style to 
ours. I recently kicked off campaigns to build shelters in 
Orlando, Fla., and Salt Lake City. The Mormon Church 
gave $400,000 for the campaign in Utah. There are plans 
in 10 or 12 other cities to construct shelters for the 
homeless.

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Hospitality House offers new horizons

SAN DIEGO — The gray shingled house near Christ 
the King Church doesn’t look very different from the 
other buildings on the block, but it has made a dramatic 
difference in the lives of its residents. 

The Hospitality House at 3159 Imperial Ave. was 
purchased in 1984 by the San Diego Catholic Worker 
(SDCW), a nonprofit corporation, to give single men free 
lodging as they “‘establish roots, get in touch with their 
humanity and move on,”’ said Sister RayMonda DuVall, 
CHS, president of the SDCW board. 

The building has housed 36 men who have stayed from 
a few days to three months, said Karl Whicker, house 
manager and resident. 

Today the six-room home has a new look, thanks to a 
$10,000 grant received from the Hands Across America 
campaign held last year. 

The 60-year-old residence displayed its refurbished 
interior to some 30 guests who attended an open house 
Dec. 6. They viewed new floors, linoleum tile and fixtures 
in the kitchen and bathroom, new carpeting in the living 
room and bedrooms and a freshly painted interior. 

The SDCW Hospitality House can accommodate four 
residents in addition to the manager; it is usually filled to 
capacity, Whicker said. 

Two residents explained how the home is enabling 
them to build a new life. 

Alan Bouchard told the Southern Cross he is discerning 
whether to enter St. Francis Seminary or the Franciscan 
Order. ‘‘I want to work with the poor and homeless,”’ he 
said, adding that Franciscan community life appeals to 
him. 

The 37-year-old chef said he turned over a catering 
business in Los Angeles to his partner because he was 
unhappy with his life. ‘“Something urged me to go to San 
Diego. I just gave in and packed my bag,’’*he said. 


After his funds were depleted, he lived on the streets for 
a month and at the San Diego Rescue Mission and the 
Salvation Army for three weeks. ‘‘I could have returned 
to Los Angeles, but I was determined to pk it on my 
own,” he said. 

After eating dinner one noon at the St. Vincent de Paul

Center, Bouchard offered to help in the kitchen. Within 
minutes he was washing dishes with other SDCW 
volunteers. 

His culinary skills were soon put to use in cooking and 
menu planning. He has lived at the House of Hospitality 
since October and volunteers full-time in the SVDP 
kitchen as a Catholic Worker. 

“I’m wealthier today than I ever was,’’ he said, 
referring to wealth as ‘‘inner peace. Every day the Lord 
sends me 600 hungry people so I can do his work.”’ 

Nour Bouziane has lived at the Hospitality House since 
September. He praised SDCW ‘‘because it gives more 
than food, clothing and shelter. It gives me security and 
hope. The residents here have become my family.”’ 

A native of Renitra, Morocco, he was sponsored by his 
uncle to complete his college education in San Diego. But 
after arriving here, he learned that his uncle had changed

Since last April, Nuesca has worked with the 
Focus5 TV religious program, now called Sunday 
Focus, where she has reported on religious news 
from San Diego and around the world and 
interviewed local community leaders.

his mind. Rather than return home, he decided to set new 
goals: learn English at City College, enroll there as a full- 
time computer science student, obtain a work permit and 
earn a master’s degree in computer science at the 
University of California. 


Bouziane and Bouchard were referred to the 
Hospitality House by Michele Dunne, program 
coordinator for Catholic Community Services’ 


Emergency Services. 

In screening the residents, she accepts men who are 
“‘employed or employable, responsible and motivated ... 
those who have taken steps toward achieving a goal and 
need a place to stay’’ while working toward it, she said. 
Dunne also monitors the residents’ progress during their 
stay at the home. 

Whicker said that most residents comply with house 
regulations, which forbid the use of drugs and alcoholic 
beverages on the premises and impose a 10:30 p.m. 
curfew for men not working at that time. Only six men 
have been asked to leave for breaking the rules, the 
manager added. 

The residents usually prepare their own meals’ with 
food supplied by SDCW, the manager said. 

The home exudes an inviting appearance. An orange 
tree shades part of the back yard where a picnic table, tool 
shed and laundry room are located. 

Private donations and volunteer labor cover the home’s 
monthly operating costs of $600, said Betty Watson, a 
SDCW board member.

Men, baby make flat comedy

Three Men and a Baby is a comedy 
about how the carefree life of three 
bachelors changes when they become 
responsible for a baby. The situation 
provides a few genuine laughs but is 
otherwise pretty flat entertainment. 

Adapted from Three Men and a 
Cradle, a recent French movie, the story 
takes place mostly in the luxurious New 
York apartment shared by an architect 
(Tom Selleck), a cartoonist (Steve 
Guttenberg) and an actor (Ted Danson), 
the latter having unknowingly fathered a 
child. When Danson is away on location, 
the mother leaves the baby girl at the 
apartment door with anote forthe actor. 

& His two roommates get an instant 
education in the feeding, bathing and 
diapering of an infant. When the humor of 
their being bachelor fathers begins to wear 
thin, the plot introduces a mix-up with drug 
dealers who are led to believe that the 
baby’s basket contains their heroin 
shipment. 

The weakest part of the comedy is its 
conclusion when the mother arrives to 
cgllect her baby before returning to her 
parents in England. How this is resolved is 
not the bright, cheerful fantasy ending that 
was intended. 

Director Leonard Nimoy can’t quite 
deliver the comic overtones the situation 
rgquires, partly because his trio of actors is 
not especially funny. They are more 
convincing as swinging playboys whose 
relationships with women have nothing to 
do with commitment or fidelity.

Planes, Trains and Automobiles is a 
comedy with Steve Martin as an 
advertising man trying to get from New 
York to Chicago for Thanksgiving with his 
family. His journey becomes a black 
comedy saga of one travel nightmare after 
another. 

Planes are grounded, trains break down 
and even automobiles catch on fire. 
Making the experience even worse is that 

chance he is traveling with a talkative’, 
bungling salesman (John Candy). 

Martin’s sarcastic ennui and Candy’s 
effusive geniality play off each other rather 
well, but the plot situations begin to become 
predictable, with the audience ahead of 
most of the disasters. 
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Director John Hughes has turned from 
teen-age melodramas to try his hand at 
adult comedy and the results are mixed. 
Anyone who has had a bad experience with 
the airlines, railroads or car rental agencies 
will find many of the situations more 
realistic than comic. The two leads, 
however, turn the meandering series of 
misadventures into funny business, chiefly 
by theirsure sense of characterization. 

It may not be high comedy, but it does 
have some hilarious moments. However, it 
also contains some rough language and 
sexual references.

Flowers in the Attic is a failed suspense 
story about four youngsters locked in the 
upper story of a mansion where they are 
endangered by unknown hands. 

They are there because, after their 
father’s death, their penniless mother 
(Victoria Tennant) returns with them to 
the estate ofher estranged parents hoping to 
win back her dying father’s affection. 
However, her mother (Louise Fletcher) isa 
religious fanatic determined to punish her 
daughter for having run off to marry her 
uncle. 

Regarded by their grandmother as the 
spawn of an incestuous marriage, the 
children are dealt with as harshly as is their 
mother from whom they are separated. 
Deprived of any company but their own, 
the children turn a cobwebbed attic into 
their own fantasy world, unaware of the 
perverse plot toslowly killthem. 

The person behind the plot is revealed 
and accidentally killed in the limp climax of 
an overblown, overlong mystery thriller. 
Writer-director Jeffrey Bloom’s 
heavyhanded treatment of the situation 
becomes boringly repetitive long before the 
grisly conclusion of this film which contains 
mature themes and some violence.

Nuts is a Barbra Streisand vehicle in 
which she plays a straight dramatic role as 
Claudia Draper, a high-class prostitute 
charged with manslaughter. The 
courtroom drama revolves around the 
question of her erratic behavior and 
competency to standtrial. 

During a court hearing on Claudia’s 


1987 


ability to understand the charges against 
her, she decks the lawyer retained by her 
wealthy parents (Maureen Stapleton and 
Karl Malden). When he leaves with an 
apparently broken nose, the judge appoints 
a public defender (Richard Dreyfuss) to 
representher. 

The screen version of Tom Topor’s play 
consists of confrontations between the 
bitterly enraged Claudia and her new 
lawyer as he tries to determine the facts in 
the case as well as his client’s mental 
stability. It is only in his courtroom 
questioning of the parents that he comes to 
understand that her problems are tied to an 


abused childhood. 
Streisand, who also produced the movie, 


works hard to gain sympathy for her 
enraged, much abused character, but she is 
so totally in control of the proceedings that 
one cannot credit the central question ofher 
competency. The rest of the cast, including 
Dreyfuss, is used simply as props to support 
her performance. 

Though Streisand challenges the viewer 
to like her in the role of Claudia — the 
sexually abused child who marries young, 
gets an abortion because she doesn’t want 
children and flaunts her abilities as a 
prostitute — the script is so emotionally 
manipulative as to be off-putting. One does 
not have to like Claudia to sympathize with 
the plight of a woman caught in the meshes 
of a bureaucratic system that itself does not 
make muchsense. 

The movie is frequently sexually explicit 
in its language and references.

Cinderella is another reissue of a Walt 
Disney animated classic. 

The Disney version of the fairy tale has 
the traditional elements of pumpkin coach 
and glass slipper but adds a pair of comic 
mice, Jaq and Gus-Gus, a mean old cat 
aptly named Lucifer and a daffy fairy 
godmother. : 

Whether the current executives of the 
Disney company are over-exposing their 
library of classics remains to be seen.

My mom says I have to love him, and I 
‘have to forgive him because he’s my dad. 
If I don’t, I won’t ‘‘go to heaven.”’ I want 
to go to heaven but I guess I just don’t 
have a chance. I don’t know how to 
forgive him and all the pain he’s caused 
his family.

Dear Unsigned, 

I know you feel trapped. I know you 
are hurt and angry. I know you think 
telling someone about it will only make 
things worse. I know you are scared. I 
know there are a lot of good reasons for 
not making waves. But I have to tell you, 
not doing anything only assures that, at 
best, things will stay bad. 

Your father has learned to deal with his 
anger by focusing it on people who can’t 
fight back. If he did this at work, he 
would lose his job; with friends and he 
would have none. But, family is family 
forever. 

Chances are that your father learned 
this from his father. Chances are also 
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good that his mother told him the same 
things your mother is telling you. And 
statistics predict that there is a good 
chance that you will learn to handle your 
anger the same way. 

That is why you have to:do something 
to change your life now. You have to tell 
someone who can help you work through 
your feelings of anger, helplessness and 
guilt. You also need help for your family. 
There are several ways to get this help. 

The first is talk to your youth minister 
or DCM. They can help you with your 
own problems and help get your family 
help. But if you choose to go to either of 
them or any education or health care 
professional, you should know that the 
law requires us to report child abuse cases 
to Child Protective Services (CPS). 

CPS is not a police agency. They are 
not interested in breaking up families, 
putting people in jail or making matters

Martyrdom in Japan 


There was a very important ceremony on Mission Sunday in Rome. A 
canonization. No less than 16 martyrs from the ‘‘Christian Century’’ of Japan 
(1549-1650) were raised to the highest honor of the Church. They were 
missionaries of several nationalities and included priests, brothers and lay 
persons. All were men, and of the new saints nine are Japanese, four Spanish, 
one Italian, one French and one Filipino. The priests and brothers were all 
Dominicans, 13 in all, and three laymen. They died serving God in Japan. 
They died on Nishizaka hill, Nagasaki, where hundreds of Christians had 


been crucified between 1617 and 1632. 


They died horrible deaths. Tormented and hanged; their bodies mutilated. 
‘‘With courage they were able to make their contribution so that the 
proclamation of the Gospel might reach the ends of the world,’’ said Pope 


John Paul II at the ceremony in Rome. 


Then he issued a challenge, ‘‘You, dear brothers and sisters around the 
world, are called by the Lord of the harvest. The missionary apostolate is the 
fruit of the faith open to witness of the world.”’
